WASHINGTON, Sept. 15—The 
United States and Great Britain 
today are u nderstood to be plan­ 
ning to seek Ru ssia’s adherence 
to a tripartite agreement to main­ 
tain world peace after defeat of 
the Axis powers. 
The proposed agreement is in­ 
tended to cover 
what

Roosevelt has described 
as 
the 
“cooling off" period after the ces­ 
sation of hostilities. 
It is expected that this period 
may

ition period is 'intended to allow

NABBED BY FBI 


LONDON, Sept. 15—The crew 
of a Flying Fortress who shot 
down seven of 25 attack ing air­ 
craft over enemy territory was 
decorated today with the Silver 
S tar for extraordinary heroism. 
The enemy planes ganged u p 
on the Fortress w'hen it was forced 
to leave a formation of American 
bombers after one engine failed 
Its pilot, Capt. W alter E. Flagg, 
of California, maneu vered his ship 
with su ch sk ill that his gu nners 
were able to tak e a heavy toll of 
the enemy planes. Then he brou ght 
the Fortress safely to its base al­ 
thou gh the ship had been riddled 
by cannon fire. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15- The Ger 
man radio promoted the campaign 
to bu ild u p the new pu ppet na­ 
tional Fascist government in Italy 
t >day by broadcasting a wries of 
decrees pu rportedly signed by Ben­ 
ito Mu ssolini as su preme director.

The message, it was indicated, 
may be sent sometime du ring the 
Fall and wou ld inclu de a complete 
review of the problems of manning 
the war indu strial machine and 
m aintaining the home front. 
The President also, it was indi­ 
cated, will tak e a definite stand 
on drafting labor within the near 
fu tu re. Reports that the adminis­ 
tration will back the Au stin-W ads- 
worth national service act, how­ 
ever, were not confirmed. 
Sen. Au stin (R) Vt., declared 
that the issu e mu st be faced in 
congress this Fall. 
"The critical situ ation with re­ 
spect to manpower mak es it im­ 
perative for the government to 
reach a decision on its fu tu re 
cou rse," he said.

RULES FOR MAILING CHRIST­ 
MAS PACKAGES TO SOLDIERS 
OVERSEAS 


TIME OF MAILING—Gift packages may 
be mailed to American soldiers overseas with­ 
out presentation of a request from the soldier 
during the period from September 15 to Oc­ 
tober 15. 


SIZE AND WEIGHT—Packages must not 
exceed five pounds in weight, 15 inches in 
length and 36 inches in length and girth 
combined. 


LIMITATIONS—Only one such package 
will be accepted for mailing by or on behalf 
of the same person or concern to the same 
addressee during any one week. It should 
be indorsed "Christmas Gift Parcel". Perish­ 
able matter will not be accepted. 


ADDRESSING—Write legibly and give full 
name. Army serial number, service organiza­ 
tion and unit, APO number of addressee and 
the post office through which parcels are to 
be routed. 


PREPARATION—It is absolutely necessary 
that articles be packed in substantial boxes 
or containers and that various gifts in a com­ 
bination be securely fitted. Pointed or sharp- 
edged 
instruments should 
be protected. 
Candies in thin pasteboard boxes should be 
enclosed in wood. metal or corrugated paste­ 
board. 


POSTAGE—The rate on parcels of fourth 
class matter (exceeding eight ounces) is the 
zone rate applicable from post offices where 
mailed to the post office in care of which 
parcel is addressed. The third class rate of 
one and one-half cents for each two ounces 
applies to package not exceeding eight 
ounces. 
Parcels containing only books are 
acceptable at the special rate of three cents 
a pound. Inscriptions such as "Merry Christ­ 
mas" or "Don't Open Until Christmas" may 
he placed on the covering but should not 
interfere with the address.

A chock w a s ma de giv ing the 
deficient diet, a nd increa sing the 
a mount of ca rbohydra te— sta rch 
a nd suga r— which oxidize ra pidly 
in the body a nd therefore pre­ 
suma bly furnish energy, but this 
did not increa se the work output 
bo long a s the v ita m in B content 
of the diet wa s low.

Europe.

in the United States this is com­ 
bined w-ith the greatest produc­ 
tivity of the land and the great­ 
est natural resources in the world. 
So it looks as if the future belong* 
to that section of the world. 


New Experiments 


Confirming the idea that vita 
min B is the work, or energy-, vita­ 
min are some experiments just 
published in which the actual work 
done by a group of human sub­ 
jects was carefully measured on 
three diets which contained re­ 
spectively an average amount, a 


deficient 
amount 
and 
a 
large 
amount of vitamin B. 
The subjects of the experiment 
were healthy young males—medi­ 
cal students, which guaranteed an 
intelligent 
cooperation 
in 
the 
tests. The work done was meas­ 
ured on an electro-dynamic brake 
bicycle which could be adjusted so 
as to measure the exact amount 
of work done. The subjects exer­ 
cised on this three times a week, 
which was the only exercise they 
took. 
They were on Diet I, which was 
a norma! diet, adequate in vita­ 
min B for about a year. During 
this time their work record grad­ 
u a l reached a degree of effi­ 
ciency so that the we«k-to-week 
amount could be represented by a 
straight line. 
This was consid­ 
ered an average normal for each 
subject. 
Then they were put on Diet 2, 
which was notably deficient in vita­ 
min B complex. On this diet there 
was an immediate decrease in the 
work output. Then yeast was add­ 
ed to the diet to bring up the vita­ 
min B content and the work out- 
i ut increased in all subjects with­ 
in 48 hours. Within four days one 
subject did more work than he 
ever did on the normal diet. 
A check was made giving the 
deficient diet, and increasing the 
amount of carbohydrate— starch 
and sugar—which oxidize rapidly 
in the body and therefore pre- 
umably furnish energy, but this 
did not increase the work output 
so long as the vitamin B content 
of the diet was low. 
The results seem to be well 
proved and confirm the theory 
about the influence of climate on 
vitamin B retention and populi 
tion energy.
